LABOR-UNION TREACHERY. 


Totem Gang. Has Apprentice Dis- 
charged Before He Finishes Learn- 
ing to Reduce Supply. > 
Some of the low methods adopted by 
the union to, secure a monopoly of the 
printing craft came to light this week, 
when the Typographical Union secured 


the discharge of a young man who 


had served almost three years as a 
linotype assistant in one of the Los 
Angeles newspaper offices. One of the 
ruies of the union is that none but 
printers shall be employed as machin- 
ists on the linotype plants, regardless 
of the fact that a linotype superin- 
tendent must first of all be a machin- 
ist of exceptional skill. This. young 
man, Payne by name, is not a printer, 
but tor three years had been working 
wv the regular machinist, and for 
the past six months had been taken 
under instruction by a machinist who 
was frozen out of the union later on, 
because he would not stand for the 
gang's unfair methods. On several oc- 
casions the machinist was warned not 
to instruct the apprentice in the mech- 
anism of the linotype, but did so, 
nevertheless. When the old machin- 
ist was be gr from the union, the 
totem bosses immediately set about to 
rid themselves of the non-printer ma- 
chinist before he should became pro- 
ficient at his trade. This they accom- 
plished this week, and now Payne 
finds himself out of a job, his trade but 
partly learned, ineligible for a “union 
ecard, and also ineligible for employ- 
ment within the Jurisdiction of the 
Typographical Union.

Ten Thousand Dollar Subscription 
Follows Starter of Thirty Thousand 
in Aid of Northern Professional 
Men Who Lost Their Ali—Local 
Men Ready to Co-operate.

“Stanford University will learn some - 
thing from the great disaster and what 
new buildings are necessary here will 
be of @ different character,” said Presi- 
dent David Starr Jordan to a Times 
reporter as he stood in view of the 
broken university buildings and made 
a few predictions. 

“For one thing, our new buildings 
must be kept as low and broad as the 
architectural scheme permits. The de- 
‘struction of the new library and gym- 
nasium buildings warns us that high, 
loosely-bullt brick structures must be 
to booed henceforth. The early Spanish 
padres knew best when they designed 
their low, ample, solid missions, which 
fairly hug the earth. The Quadrangle 
was bullt on that plan and the dam- 
age to it was comparatively trifling.

The costly 
mosaics in the chapel interior, fully 
half, of which are scattered and can 
never be replaced, may not be 4 fea- 
ture of the chapel again, and we are 
contemplating rebuilding it with even 
less of a spire and more of the form 
of the mission chapels. The museum 
will undoubtedly be replaced as be- 
fare. Nothing is yet certain, of course, 
except that Stanford will be immedi- 
ately rebuilt and with buildings that 
can weather an earthquake—the low 
and broad and solid kind. 
“As for the money situation, we come 
out better, perhaps, than any one else 
who suffered heavily from the earth- 
quake. I told the boys who were clear- 
ing away the wreckage of Encina Hall 
on the morning of the disaster that 
Stanford had been built once without 
— our principal, and that we 
would it again. We cannot use a 
penny of the endowment of $30,000,000, 
you know, by a provision of the Stan- 
ford will. But our income of about 
$800, a year suffers only slightly 
from small investments in San - 
cisco, and we must begin where we 
did fifteen rs ago to erect another 
university m it. It can be done, I 
believe, in five years. Then we shall 
be where we were two weeks ago 
with the advantage of having buwilld- 
ings able in some degree to withstand 
earthquakes. Not that we can ever 
hope to escape them entirely, and we 
can only put up buildings that are as 

y earthquake-proof as possible 
and then take our chances. 

CRISIS NOT SO SERIOUS. 

“Approximately $500,000 is ready for 


being used yearly in running expenses. 
As a matter of fact this is not nearly 
ac serious a crisis as that of ten years 
ago when the whole Stanford fortune 
was in jeopardy before the courts, and 
the every day expenses of the univer- 
sity were paid from Mrs. Stanford's 
personal allowance and the sale of her 
jewels and private property, while 
some of the faculty. went with half 
their salaries. Then the existence of 
the institution was threatened, while 
now the true statement of the situa- 
tion is merely that we shall be com- 
pelled to be under heavy building ex- 
penses for several years RES.

We were about to convert our ‘puild- 
ing surplus into a faculty fund and 
with it to establish at Stanford a fac- 
ulty worthy of the buildings. On my 
recent trip Fast I was offered a large 
sum to take the presidency of another 
institution and I refused it, believing 
that Stanford was about to enter into

River. The trout were biting beaurt- 
er and in the enjoyment of the sport 
I d almost ceased to worry about 
the cares of office, when, one evening, 
on returning to the hotel, a telegraphic 
dispatch awaited me. It was from my 
engineer at the mint, and announced: 
‘Congratulations. Have struck good 
water—a full six-inch flow.’ . 

“I threw up my hat in the air and 
yelled like a boy. No more fishing for 
me, I boarded the first train for San 
Francisco.” 

“You see,” he mused, “it was not 
aione that it justified my unauthorized 
act. My triumph lay in freeing the 
plant from the unreliable service of a 
grasping corporation, and at the same 
time, relieved the government of pay- 
ing $4000 per year for use of water. And 
today I am giad—very _glad—that 1 
failed to obey orders.” 

While Gov. -LaGrange is averse to 
laudation for public acts of this kind, 
there can be no doubt of the gratifica- 
tion afforded him in the fact that to his 
foresight of more than thirty years ago, 
through the flow from the water sys- 
tem he established, the heroic fire fight- 
ers were enabled to save the mint bulld- 
ing and its contents of treasure.
